REMARKS 

Claims 29-35 and 42 (numbered consecutively from 
the original application as filed in the parent case U.S. 
Serial No. 07/640,337) correspond to Claims 49-52, 55-57 and 
60 in the parent case. In the Office Action dated June 4, 

1991 in the parent case, the Examiner indicated that Claims 
49-52, 55, 57 and 60 would be allowable if amended to overcome 
the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112. 

In particular, with respect to Claim 49, i.e. 
present Claim 29, the Examiner indicated that "said control 
system" lacks antecedent basis. Claim 29 has been amended by 
replacing "said control system" with —said controlled 
interface system— which has antecedent basis on line 1 
thereof. 

With respect to Claim 60, i.e. present Claim 42, 
the Examiner indicated that at lines 8-9, "function unit means 
for information of various formats" is unclear. Claim 42 has 
been amended to clearly define that the function unit means is 
for —supplying— information of various formats. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the amendments 
to Claims 29-35 and 42, corresponding to Claims 49-52, 55-57 
and 60 in the parent case, overcome the rejections under 35 
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U.S.C. § 112 and respectfully requests allowance of Claims 29 
3 5 and 4 2. 

Claims 36-41 define additional features of the 
invention. Claims 36-41 by virtue of their dependency from 
present Claim 29, i.e. Claim 49 in the parent application 
which the Examiner deemed is directed to allowable subject 
matter, are likewise in condition for allowance. Applicant 
respectfully requests allowance of Claims 36-41. No 
additional fee is required.
